Future Generations Will See the 
Frnits of Her Labors.

was who founded the Kindergarten 
college, which has sent out hundreds 
of well trained teachers into the 
schools of the country. Miss Harri¬ 
son is a Kentuckian by birth. There 
she spent her childhood, and her girl¬ 
hood’s happy days were passed in 
Iowa. In her early life she was very 
fond of society, but the breaking up 
of her family caused her to turn to 
more serious affairs, with what happy 
results the men and women of the 
next generation will realize probably 
better than do those of this. She has 
published “A Study of Child Nature,” 
a child version of “The Vision of 
Dante” and a volume of symbolic sto¬ 
ries for children.—Chicago Times-Her- 
ald. 


The Baby’s Gocart. 

“There lie before me the opinions of 
some 12 of the best informed physi¬ 
cians on the question of the gocart, and 
without exception they condemn its use 
for a child under 2 years of age,” writes 
Edward Bok in The Ladies’ Some 
Journal, pointing out the dangers of 
the gocart for babies. “As every one 
knows who has seen this new peram¬ 
bulator, it is practically the old baby 
carriage cut in halves. The child’s legs 
dangle over an abrupt edge, and bis 
back is supported by a perfectly 
straight rest. It is in reality nothing 
more than a chair on wheels. The child 
is forced to take an upright sitting po¬ 
sition instead of being able to assume 
that recumbent posture which the old 
carriage allows. The child cannot lie 
down in the gocart, and therefore dur¬ 
ing his entire outing he is compelled to 
assume a fatiguing position and to de¬ 
pend upon unaided muscles for support 
at a time of life when the back easily 
becomes tired. The result is that no 
invention recently created is more 
clearly or directly lnduclve to spinal 
curvature.” 


Costliest Thimble on Record.

$65,000 in American money! And think 
of a husband who presents his wife 
with such an anniversary present! 
This is what the king of Siam did 
upon the last anniversary of his mar¬ 
riage.

Women In Universities. 

President Faunce of Brown univer¬ 
sity does not believe in eo-education 
proper, but in his inaugural address 
said; 

“The breadth of horizon will lead the 
university of the future to make ample 
provision for the instruction of wom¬ 
en. This provision must be made not 
as a grudging concession to a dubious 
demand, but as a glad response to one 
of the greatest needs of our time. A 
century from now it will seem incredi¬ 
ble that the great university libraries 
and laboratories and museums of the 
world were once closed to one-half of 
humanity, and that our vast educa¬ 
tional endowments were useless to our 
sisters and daughters. I believe that 
the ampler provision for women’s edu¬ 
cation which the world rightly de¬ 
mands is, in our eastern states, to be 
found in the organization of women’s 
colleges with the university, where 
there shall he offered to women equal 
access to university collections, equal 
standards of admission, examination 
and graduation, equal opportunity and 
equal degrees, but a distinct social life, 
organized around womanly ideals and 
far richer in content than anything 
that men’s colleges have yet attained.” 


Women Failures at Shopping. 

“It is a singular thing that with the 
amount of shopping done by women 
they should continue to shop so badly 
—badly, I mean, in the sense of shop¬ 
ping with an absolute lack of system,” 
writes Edward Bok in The Ladies’ 
Home Journal. “Here and there we 
meet a woman to whom God seems to 
have given a logical mind which she 
applies to her shopping. But, as a 
general thing, the assertion that wom¬ 
en shop with an utter lack of system 
is unfortunately all too easy of proof, 
and, curiously enough, it is not alone 
those behind the counter who suffer, 
for the women themselves make their 
shopping doubly bard by their lack of 
system. The percentages of women 
who ‘love to shop’ and those who ‘hate 
shopping’ seem about equal, so far as 
I can make out.

Take 100 women who go 
‘for a day’s shopping,’ ahd it is perfect¬ 
ly safe to say that 00 of them will have 
not the slightest idea of what they 
want.”

The Yankee Commander Leary Was 
Ready For the Fray and Proved 
Too Plucky and Tactful For Ilia 
Opponent—A Story t>£ Samoa, 

The pluck and grit of American na¬ 
val officers are aptly Illustrated iu an 
article by Henry Collins Welsh iu 
Ainslee’s Magazine, iu which the writ¬ 
er tells how Commander Leary 
brought the Uermau uaval force in Sa¬ 
moa to terms some years ago. He 
says: 

It was at the outbreak of civil strife 
that Captain Leary arrived at Apia in 
the American warship Adams. Dr. 
Kuappe was then the German consul 
at Apia, and he and Commander 
Fritzd of the German warship Adler 
carried on affairs with an imperious 
hand. Feeling ran high between the 
Germans on one band and the Ameri¬ 
cans and English on the other. The 
Germans bombarded villages on vari¬ 
ous pretexts, fired upon unarmed na¬ 
tives and gave open aid to Tamasese. 

Captain Leary at that time was a 
commander, lyid it was not long be¬ 
fore he and Captain Fritze had some 
lively interchanges of compliments. 
On one occasion the Adler steamed 
past the American ship with a native 
chief bound to her foremast. The Ger¬ 
man saluted when he passed, but no 
answer came back from the American. 
Soon the German came to a standstill. 
A boat was dispatched to ascertain 
why the American had not answered 
the salute. Commander Leary sent 
the Teuton this characteristic reply, 
“The L’nited States does not salute 
vessels engaged iu the slave carrying 
trade.” 

But au incident which best illus¬ 
trates Commander Leary’s grit and de¬ 
termination and which deserves to live 
in song and story occurred in the wa¬ 
ters near Apia on Nov. 15, 188S. 
Strained relations came to a crisis 
then, and war between the United 
States and Germany seemed inevita¬ 
ble. 

On the day previous a message came 
from Mataafa to inform Commander 
Leary that the Germans bad threaten¬ 
ed to attack Mataafa iu Ids strong¬ 
hold on the morrow. Both Mataafa 
and Tamasese had intrenched them 1 
selves in fortified places about seveu 
miles from Apia upon laud under 
American protection. Mataafa asked 
for advice, and Commander Leary told 
him through the messenger to stand 
his ground, that he would not allow 
the German to make au attack upon 
property under his protection. 

According to the German pro¬ 
gramme, the Adler was to bombard at 
dawn. Captain Leary Quietly prepar¬ 
ed to foil the plan, at the same time 
keeping liis counsel. By using some 
bard coal lie bad aboard lie was able 
to get up steam without the telltale 
smoke that would have warned the 
Germans of his action. Then lie muf¬ 
fled his anchor chains with uative 
mats, and at 4 iu the morning all 
hands were quietly called to quarters 
At daybreak ^ lie atieliors of the Adler 
were hauled tip and with full steam 
on the vessel made for the open sea. 
Noiselessly came up the Yankee's an¬ 
chors, and to the aniazemeut of the 
Adler the Adams was close upon lier 
heels. The German had to turn to 
get out of tho harbor, and by the time 
she reached the entrance'the two ships 
were close together. Again the Ger¬ 
man turned and then headed toward 
the fort that was to be bombarded. 
Commander Leary ran his ship be¬ 
tween the German and the shore and - 
when about 300 yards from the Ad¬ 
ler gave the order: 

“Clear for action!” 

At once the decks were cleared, and 
the guns were trained. The German 
followed suit, and the two ships 
steamed along the coast ready for the 
fray. 

A shot from either vessel meant war 
between the two countries. Whcu op¬ 
posite tlie uative forts, the Adler came 
to anchor, and tlie Adams anchored 
between tlie German and the shore. 
So close were the vessels that ho gttus 
could lie tired from the Adler without 
passing over or through the Adams. 
Then Commander Leary sent this note 
to the German commander: 

“i have the honor to inform you 
lliat, having received information that 
American property in the Laloga vi¬ 
cinity of Lattlii, Loumntiu and Solo 
Solo is liable to be invaded this day, I 
am here for tlie purpose of protecting 
tlie same." 

For hours the men stood at their 
gnus, lint no shot came from the Ger¬ 
mans. He was ready to war upon the 
Samoans, but war with the Tufted 
States was another matter. 

At length the German started on a 
cruise along the coast, but lie could not 
shake off the persistent Yankee. Final¬ 
ly he renounced his designs and re¬ 
turned to his anchorage in Apia bay. 
To her anchorage came also tlie Ad¬ 
ams, and Commander Leary had Avon 
the game.
